WASHINGTON, October 10.—Immediately af- 
ter reading the journal, Edwards, rising to a 
question of the highest privilege, moved tne 
Oath of office be administered Nelson W. Al- 
drich, Senator-elect from Rhode Island.

THE EGYPTIAN QUESTION, 

LONDON, October 11.—The Morning Post 
says: Immediately on being informed of tne 
dispatch of the Turkish Mission to Egypt, 
Lord Granville informed France he was willing 
to take the initiative in a proposal for joint 
actionin Egypt, and suggested an identical 
note be addressed to the Porte, explaining the 
perfect understanding existing between France 
and England, and declaring while both na- 
tions recognized the Porte’s rights of suezrain- 
tv they would not tolerate any manifestation 
likely to endanger the influence and rights 
enjoyed by the two powersinthe financial 
administration of Egypt. The English and 
French diplomatic agents at Cairo were also 
requested to use their influence for: hastening 
the departure of the Mission, and were in- 
formed if required two ironclads would. be 
sent to Alexandria.

THROUGH TO CALIFORNIA. 


The Progress of the Texas and Pacific Rail- 
road—fo be Completed January Ist. 


LITTLE ROCK, ARK., October 11.—The Ga- 
zette’s special dated end of the Texas and 
Pacific Railway track says the road is now 
complete and in operation at a point 145 miles 
east of El Pa o and 492 miles west of Dallas in 
the Lympha Mountains, 4,200 feet above the 
rea level and 4.200 fee. higher than Dallas. 
About twelve miles of track laying is the aver- 
age every week, at whi-h rate El Paso will be 
reached before January 1, 1882. The grading 


is all completed except a few miles 
ijn the Carise3 pass which will 
be finished in three weeks. Bridges 


160in number between San Rachael and the 
Eagle Pass are being put in as fast as the track 


approaches. Over one hundred track men are 
employed on station-houses and depots. Wa- 
ter-tanks are putinevery twenty miles, and 
where springs like Pertriter, San Rachael, An- 
telope and Eagle Springs are not found wells 
are dug by steam machinery and abundance 
of water obtained. The track-laying force is 
kept up to 300 men and fiftyteams. Seventeen 
cars of Iron and forty cars of ties perday are 
used. Telegraph wireis kept up to the end 
of the track, The weatheris cold and a light 
frostfell. The meat contractor, with a herd 
ot over 100 fat beeves, keeps right up tothe 
frontallthetime. The Lympha Mountains, 
spur of the Sandalega, south of the track and 
extending to the Rio Grande atthe mouth ot 
the Pecos River,are covered with rich gramma 
grass. The hill tops are shadowed by buckeye, 
wild cherry, oak, cedar, pine,cottonwood and 
Walnut trees. The stone is volcanic rock, but 
so far no coal or minerals have been found. 

No cattle are on the range west of Pecos ex- 
cept the three hundred head owned by Hughes 
& Simpson, They are confined to the banks of 
the ’ecos. There is sufficient range west of 
there tofeed all the cattle and sheep in the 
mountains, the antelope, black tail deer, 
cinnamon bear and Mexican lion. No Indians 
have been met with along the linefor two 
months past. On the ist of January, 1882, a 
through passenger train will be put on between 
“t. Louis and San Francisco and all points in 
Collormmia and Oregon.

FABULOUS FIGURES. 


The City Called Upon to Pay Old 
Gas Bills. 


Judge Thompson Orders $746,178 to be 
Paid the Gas Corporation by the City. 


The Court of Appeals to-day, in an elaborate 
opinion prepared by Judge Seymour D. 
Thompson, has affirmed the judgment ob- 
tained in Judge Thayer’s court May 18, 1880,by 
the St. Louis Gas Light Company 
against the city. This was the 


suit of the company on account of the Public 
lamp supply for the period prior to the pas- 
sage of the famous triparvite agreement of 
1873,;which subsequently furnished the subject 
of the long warfare between the city and the 
vas company ending in the decision of the 
supreme Court which restored the 
vas property to the company. 
In the early history of the gas warthe com- 
pany continued to supply the public lamp ser- 
vice, although the city during the Thomas ad- 
winistration suspended payment of the bills, 
which accrued to an alarming figure, viz.: 
4545,67048. This covered the street supply 
from October 30, 1867, to 1869, and 
from that year on to 1873, 
the date of the tripartite - agreement. 
The company ultimately brought suit to re- 
cover these gas bills and the interest, which 
extended from the date of delivery to May, 
1880, when a verdict was rendered in favor of 
the company tor $781,944 48: in Cireuit Court 
No.5. The city entered counter claims to this 
suit for damages by reason of the 
vas company’s refusal to sell the property as 
per original agreement, etc. The Appellate 
Court to-day holds that, the Supreme Court of 
the State having sustained the tripartite 
agreement, establishing its validity, the city is 
completely barred from setting up any coun 

ter claims. The judgment obtained in 
the Circuit Court is therefore affirmed in fa- 
vor of the company, but the Appellate Court 
orders that the ‘‘compound interest’’ compnt- 
edin the judgment, amountingjto $35,765 7s, 
must be remitted in ten days; otherwise the 
judgment will be _ reversed. The Gas 
Company will undoubtedly remit the 
compound item and accept $746,178 70. The 
City Counselor was not prepared this morning 
tosay whether the appeal would be prose- 
cuted further, butin all probability the case 
will go up to the court of last resort.

John N. Bofinger, who has been 
chairman of the executive committee for the 
last two years, having tendered his resigna- 
tion on account of not having the necessary 
leisure to devote, Gen. I. S. Negley, of Pitts- 
burg, was elected to fill the vacancy, who, to- 
gether with other members of the board, will 
bein attendance at Washinnton during the 


next session of, Congress, when it 
is believed they will succeed in 
securing the passage of the bill, 


since the principal obstaele to its passage has 
recently passed under a cloud by resigning his 
position in the Senate. 

A delegation fromthe board called to-day 
to pay their respects to the new President, who 
received them very courteously and assured 
themitwould afford him great pleasure to 
contribute in any way he could consistently to 
the advancement of the objectsof the board 
and to the interests of steam navigation. 

After a brief interview the delegation retir- 
ed with the full conviction that in tae new 
President the business interests of the country 
had nothing to fear, buta very able advocate 
and fast friend.

IN THE MORMON HOMES. 


How They Bolster up Polygamy by 
Threats in Their Creed. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

When a good Mormon dies who has “lived 
up to his religion’? and has had a dozen or 
two wives and fifty or sixty children, he does 
not become a mere angel like an ordinary 
Christian—he becomes a god with a world of 
his own to reignover. A Mormon wife who 
upposes the polygamous marriage of her hus- 
band goesto hell and is ‘“‘destroyed.’’ A 
Mormon who obeys the mandates of the 
Church in most respects, but neglects to “*go 
into polygamy,”? becomes a mere angel, who 
must be a kind of celestial servant tothe gods 
and other angels. His wife must share the 
same humiliating fate. The doctrine of 
**blood atonement’? is simply this: That if an 
apostate’s throatis cut, the spilling of his 
blood upon the ground will save his soul. If 
he is left to die a natural death his soul - will 
gotohell. A great many apostates’ souls 
have been saved in Utah. This,in substance, 
is the Mormon religion. Its vagaries, how- 
ever, are constantly branching out in every 
direction, and in the course of time an enor- 
mous intellect will be required to comprehend 
and expound the entire system. 

One of the oldest citizens of Minersville is 
Judge Rollins, who passed some time in Cal- 
ifornia in the very earliest days of its settie- 
meat, and was formerly the possessor of a 
handsome fortune, which he lost in mining 
operations. He is an American by birth, and 
is strongly attached to the Mormon faith. 
If my memory serves me right, he has only 
two wives, With whom he dwells in peace and 
contentment. I was surprised that a man of 
his intelligence could believe in all the Mor- 
mon jargon about visions, angels, revelations, 
the casting out of devils, miraculous cures, 
the laying on of hands, etc. He was 
firm in the faith, however. He took me over 
one evening to witness a meeting of the choir 
of the Minersville Church. The structure in 
which the little convocation was held was 
plain and unpretending, and might have been 
mistaken for a Methodist meeting-house. The 
Mormons pay great attention to the musical 
department of their religious services. The 
‘‘voung people” present were gay and light- 
hearted, andin no wise different in appear- 
ance from a similar gathering in a Protestant 
commubity. They sang *“*the songs of Zion’’ 
with effect,and evinced great interest in the 
musical art. Evidentiy the female portion of 
them gave little thought to the dark future 
which polygamy unfolded before them. 
Afterward, at the Judge’s house I met Capt. 
Sam, an Indian chief, who was on a begging 
tour. The Mormons are liberal in their 
dealings with the Indians, invariably treat- 
ing them with great kindness, regarding 
them as the descendants of the Lamanites, 
who conquered the Nephites. Considerable 
success has also been met with in converting 
the Indians. The entire Navajo tribe are said 
to have become Mormons. I saw a delegation 
from this tribe at Beaver City. The chief 
was decked out with feathersand gewgaws in 
& manner to quite come up to the standard of 
one of Coeper’s copper-colorea heroes. The 
humbler members of the _—_ were also well 
adorned, and all were well armed and well 
mounted. They were a fine body ofred men, 
and, in answer to an inquiry, stated that they 
were on their way to Salt Lake City “‘to ask 
President Taylor a question.’’ 

At the hotelin Frisco I met avery intelli- 
gent gentleman who had passed half a life- 
time in Utah, and had traveled through al- 
most every portion of it. Ip the course of an 
interesting conversation he said: 

**T was intimately acquainted with the late 
Joseph A. Young, Brigham’s most talented 
son. He wasa man of noble personal ap- 

earance, ann ofthe most brilliant talents. I 

ave heard him preach with an eloquence that 
drew tears from the eyes of his Mormon list- 
eners. Inthe pulpit he was the embodiment 
of dignity, grace and intellectual power. 
Then, after the audience had departed, I 
have known him to laugh and make sport of 
the deluded creatures who had been listen- 
ingtohim. Tome hemade no secret of the 
fact that he wasan infidel of the most pro- 
nounced type. Hetook me into the library 
once and pointed outelegantly-bound volumes 
of Hume, Voltaire, Paine, Volney, and other 
distinguished writers of that school. He be- 
lieved in no existing religion. I reproached 
him for continuing such deception, and urg- 
ed himto goforthinto the world and win 
the noble name his abilities entitied him to. 
‘Pshaw!’ he replied, with asmile, ‘the hu- 
man race loves to be humbugged. Somebody 
will get their money, and I might as wei! 
have a Share ofit as anybody ele.’ His men- 
tal splendors were ciouded by an unconquer- 
able vice. At times he drank to excess and 
made great trouble for the Church. On one 
occasion, when under the influence of liquor, 
he pointed to a party of Mormons on their 
way tolabor inthe fields, and derisively re- 
marked: ‘There go some of my father’s 
slaves.’ His contempt for human nature was 
unbounded. He died a premature death at 
Manti from the effects of a protracted spree. 
He was the only really promising son in Brig- 
ham’s family. 

“If there is no legal method of dealing 
with Mormonism, an extraordinary method 
should be adopted. Martial law should be 
proclaimed in Utah; every polygamist should 
be compelled to choose one wife,and the rest 
should be taken away from him. The surplus 
wives should be carried out of the Terri- 
tory and supported by the Government until 
remarried. ‘Then let it be distinctly under- 
stood that the next Mormon who ‘goes into 
polygamy’ shall be hanged the next morn- 
ing. A good detective system would find out 
who disregarded the mandate. Break up 
the tithing system, and if a few apostles and 
high cockalorums should be summarily dealt 
with, the Recording Angel would no doubt 
view the transaction leniently. A Gentile 
who lives in Utah fifteen or twenty years 
becomes almost as sanguinary as some of

If I had the anchor of a ship tied to my leg I 
couldn’t be kept here. From Springville to 
Silver Reef it is nothing buta desert.”’ A 
traveler is likely to gather that impression in 
coming down the Utah Southern Extension 
line, for the reason that the best agricuitura] 
regions lie comsiderably to the eastward of 
the railroad. 

At Frisco an excellent school is conducted 
by the Catholic Sisters of Charity, who have 
established themselves at various points in 
the Territory, and are doing all they can to 
shed light in the midst of barbaric darkness.

FLEECING A RICH WIDOW. 


How the Pious Mrs. Upham Was 
Swindled by Spiritualistic Friends.

Mrs. Upham, widow of Prof. Thomas (., 
Upham, of Bowdoin College, came to this 
city to live aboutfour years ago. he was 
then well advancedin years, and had become 
aconvert to the doetrine of spiritualism, 
Among the persons of the same faith with 
whom she became acquainted was Miss Mary 
C. Ward, an unmarried woman, of middle 
age, whose father at that time was a pliysi- 
cian, practicing infNewark, N.J. Miss Ward 
won Mrs. Upham’s confidence, and learne:| 
the old lady was the owner of bank Stocks 
worth about $14,000. In April, 1878, she 
introduced to Mrs. Upham Kev. John A, 
Lansing, a spiritualist “‘brother,’”? who had 
peen a Methodist clergyman in Massachuéetts. 
Mrs. Upham was much impressed by the con- 
versation and bearing of the minister, and 
her admiration of him was increased by the 

raise of Miss Ward. Mr. Lansing told Mrs. 

Jpham that he was interested in the Jacques 
Cologne Manufacturing Company, and was 
making a geat deal of money out of it, al- 
though he had not allowed his name to be 
published in connection with the business. 
He said he had invested the property of many 
widows and orphans in the business. so they 
are able to reaiize handsome sums. At his 
suggestion Mrs. Upham gave Lansing, in 
trust, the $14,000 in bank stoeks which she 
owned. She took inexchange a _ recei})! 
signed by both Miss Ward and Lansing. She 
was promised she would receive an annua! 
profit of 10 per cent, paid monthly. For 
several months she received the installments 
promised. She was then told there had been 
an unexpected failure of the concern, 
and the payments ceased. Mrs. Upham em- 
ployed a man named Williams to iook after 
her interests, but Williams did nothing for 
ber.

At once some of the 
finest of the females were captured, wrtppes 
of their eggs, andthese eggs were fertilized 
with the milt of the males taken for this 
purpose, and in a trice these forms of future 
salmon were boxed, with due precautions,

Having left Sacramento on the 28th of last 
montb, the eggs reacbed Chicago October 3, 
and were received here yesterday by Mr. 


Frederick Mather, one of our ablest 
fish-culturists. dn New York repack- 
ing takes place, and the eggs are 
placed for transatlantic shipment in pe- 


culiar boxes invented by Mr. Mather. Of 
the salmon eggs which have come to hand 
350,000 will be sent to the Deutsche Fischerei 
Verein in Berlin, 50.000 to C. Busse, of Gees- 
termunde, and through M. A. Columbe, of 
Paris, France will be the recipient of 100,000. 
On Saturday the eggs for Germany will be 
shipped on the Donau, and the eggs for 
France on Wednesday next by the Canada.

MASONS OF MISSOURI. 


Sixty-First Annual Communica- 
tion of the Grand Lodge. 


Address of Grand Master Stubblefield— 
A Speech of Much Interest to 
the Masonic Fraternity. 


The sixty- first annual communication of the 
Grand Lodge of the Masonic order of the State 
of Missouri metin Masonic hall at 10 o’ clock 
this morning. At that heur the following gran 
ofticers were present: Wi. R.{Stubblefield, of 
St. Louis, Grand Master; Alexander M. Dock- 
ery, Gallatin, Deputy Grand Master, Charles 
CU. Woods, Kansas City, Grand Senior Warden; 
Lee A. Hill, Louisiana, Grand Junior Warden; 
John WW. Luke, St. Louis, Grand 
Treasurer; John D. Vincil, St. Louis, Grand 
Secretary; Allan McDowell, Greenfield, Grand 
Lecturer. Ofthe Past Grand Masters in at- 
tendance may be mentioned: Samuel Owens, 
California; Jos. S. Brown,St.Joseph; Thos. 
Ready, Mexico; L. W. B. Carnegy, Canton, 
Mo.; Dr.S. H. Saunders, Otterville; R. E. 
Anderson, Hannibal, Mo.; Thos. E. Garrett, 
Jobn D. Vincil, John W. Luke, of St. Louis. 

In Missourithere are 300lodges, each enttf- 
tled to three delegates to the Grand Lodge. 
Atthe opening of the session this morning 
avout §00'dele gates had arrived. Others will 
reach the city to-day -and the at- 


tendanceé to-morrow will be much increased. 
The time of the first session was occupiied 
with the appointing of committees and the 
hearing ot Grand Master Stuoblefield’s 
annual address. The Grand Master said: 
‘¢Brethren of the Grand Lodge of Missouri— 
A kind Providence has permitted us once more 
to come togetber in annual communication to 
legislate for the good of our noble order. It 
is our duty as Masons, before cagagmns in so 
important an es eng + to ask the aid and 
blessing of God. It now becomes our duty to 
strenethen our weak and defective laws, and 
tomake such new ones as shall be deemed 
necessary; therefore our deliberations should 
be marked with dignity and decorum. We 
should not hurry, but take plenty of tim:, for 
when things are done in haste they are some- 
times only balf done. loffer my congratula- 
tions, and extend to you, each and all,a 
hearty welcome. Many tamiliar faces are here, 
some ot them having been seen at every meet- 
ing ot the Grand Lodge for more than a quar- 
ter of acentury. Wemiss some of our breth- 
ren who have been active members. They 
have grown old, have served their time, and 
have given way to younger men. Some have 
been called to eternal ‘Refreshment.’ Hav- 
ing finished their courses here, they are now 
resting trom their labors. Many new 
and strange faces are also here, the 
faces of those who have come up, for 
the first time, totake partin Our work, and, 
in the tuture—it will be but a little while—they 
will take our plazes. Tothese new represen- 
tatives I would say, be diligent in the dis- 
charge of the duties towhich you may be as- 
signed. You need not make mistakes, for the 
rulesand designs are all laid down onour 
trestle-board. Ourfathers made the plans. 
We have followed them, and so must you.’’ 
The address entered into a detailed state- 
ment ot the official acts of the Grand Master 
during the past year, showing that dispensa- 
tions had beenissued tor sixteen new lodges 
in various partsof the State during his term. 


sut once during his incumbency was he 
‘alled to act in a judicial capaci- 
ty, which speaks weil for the 


harmony of the order and the clear state- 
ments of the principles governing it. Grand 
Master Stubblefieid atter speaking brietly ofthe 
foreign relations ofthe order concluded as 
follows: ‘‘laminreceipt of aletter from the 
owner of Freemasons’ Hall. He proposes to 
sell it, and give the Grand Lodge the oppor- 
tunity of purchasing it at a very tair rate, and 
on good terms. I recommend that a com- 
mittee be appointed to consider the matter, 
avdieport as soon as possible. A snort time 
since I hada letter from a gentleman at Paci- 
fic, asking the priceoft the hall inthat city 
known as Pacitic Freemasons’ Hall, nowthe 
property of the Grand Lodge. I referred the 
matter to Bro. ik. C. Allen, of’ Allen- 
ton. As he was formerly 
a member of Pacitic Lodge, he knew more 
aboutitthanI did. Ue reported his estimate 
uponthe building and I directed him to sell 
it, subject to approval of the Grand Lodge, 
and agreeing to pay him a suitable commis- 
sion for his services. He reports having sold 
the hall and lot. I recommend that 
the Grand Lodge ratify the sale and makea 
deed. According to the law of this Grand 
Lodge no subordinate lodge can hold a meet- 
ing, except for a funeral, during a session of 
the Grand “Lodge. This lawisthe cause oft 
much irregular work. Itis seidom the ease 
thut the Worshiptul Master, Senior and Junior 
Wardens are all in attendance at the 
Grand Lodge, and the time specified by the by- 
laws fora regular ineeting coming around, the 
brethren meet and the]Jworkiny ofticer, forget- 
ting or not knowing the order of the Grand 
Lodge, opens Lodge and does the work. Of 
course this is irreguiar, and has to be done 
over again. To save troudle in the future, I 
recommend that thelaw be repealed, or so 
— as to apply to the city of St. Louis 
only. 

‘*Much trouble is occasioned, especially in 
St. Louis, by different societies occupying the 
same hall, that I deem it best to bring the mat- 
terup here. The law is well-known to be 
against joint occupancy, except with societies 
of a moral and benevolent nature, 
and to my Enowledge only two 
Orders have been decided to be 
of that character, viz.: The Independents 
Order of Odd Fellows and the Ancient Order of 
United Workmen. sesides these there are 
now meeting in Masonic hallsin this citv and 
in certain districts in the country, too, at least 
haltta dozen orders, of whose objects and 
aims we know nothing.‘I ask the Grand Lodge 
to make a deliverance upon this subject. There 
are financial reasons for this partnership, but 
there are many and good reusons against it. 

‘*The reports of the D'strict Deputy Grand 
Masters show that the lodges, as a rule, are 
prosperous. The property owned and the cash 
on hand show a decided increase over last vear. 
The many dispensations given to lodges to 
occupy new halls is a proof that lodges are pre- 
paring for the comfort and convenience of 
members. Itis also a gratifying factthat most 
of the new halls occupied this vear are owned 
by the lodges. It has been a pleasure to me to 
visit a large number of the lodges, especially 
in the southern and northern parts of the State 
and ] am now pleased to say that everywhere 
I went I found the work well done and a com- 
mendarbie zeal exhibited on the part of the 
brethren. Whileitisafact that much work 
has been done ard many members 
awdmitted, we have not increased the number 
on ourrojls, as many have been suspended 
for non-payment of dues. Heretofore we have 
had much trouble in getting rid of the drones 
but our new law, relating to trials for non: 
pavment of dues, works well, and all lodges 
are availing themselves of this sensible and 
short way of dealing with those who won't 
pay. Thefew appealsthat have gone to the 
Oommittee on Grievance is an evidence that 
but few trials have been had for gross un- 
masonic conduct. Thisis, indeed, cheering 
and shows that the brethren are inspecting 
the material closely, and guarding well the 
outer door. : 

‘*The correspondence is much greater than it 
oughtto be. Too many letters are- written to 
the Grand Master upon frivolous Subjects by 
the members of lodges. The Worshipful Mas 
ter of alodge should be able to decide most 
questions that arise in lodges. If not. he 
should seek the assistance of the Grand Mas- 
ters. One-half the letters received this year 
have been from private members of lodges 
about very small matters. <A dispute arises 
among the members, and without asking the 
Worshipful Master or looking at the law they 
write to the Grand Master. Courtesy, of course 
demands that an answer should ‘be given ta 
every such Jetter, but it is a useless tax upon 
the Grand Master’stime. Again, trouble of- 
ten results from such correspondence. [ have 
known of cases where a member of a lodge 
has received a letter which probably bore nim 
outin his opinion, which he has exultingly ex. 
hibited, not only tothe brethren, but to oth- 
ers not members of; the fraternity. Such 
things should not be. Again thanking you, 
my brethren, for the expressionjof your confi- 
dencein the past, and desiring to deserve 
well at your hands in the future, I now return 
to you the emblem of authority with which I 
was entrusted one year ago.’’ 

The Grand Lodge will remain in session 
three days, meeting in the morning at 10 and in 
the afternoon at 2 o’clock each day.

The Albany Burgesses Corps spent the morn-

Considerable of the wheat now arriving in 
this niarket is from Indiana, as was that solid 
here some time ago for October delivery. I 
is said to be about the nicest wheat arriving 
and all grades No. 2. 


Last year New Orleans boasted that she led 
allother markets by xc in the advancein 
cotton. This year she leads once more, but 
only inthe decline, andis now relatively the 
lowest market for cotton in the country. 


Messrs. Grier Bros., when they built the 
Union Elevator, had in their minds the possi- 
bility of an increase in its capacityin say 
about a couple of years, and preparea for that 
by having a powerful engine and machinery 
out in their house. Their business, 
10wéver, increased with such un- 
looked -for rapidity that they 
were obliged at once totake this step. To- 
day they comvleted a contract with the Moul- 
ton Bros. for an addition to be built to the 
oxresent house whereby its capacity will be 
increased to 1,500,000 bushels, or just double 
whatiisnow. The addition will be erected 
to the east of the elevator, and will makeits 
total length 375 feet. Its facilities will then be 
such that twenty cars of grain can be unload- 
edatatime. The contract callsfor the com- 
pletion of the building by March 1, 1882. 

The Chicago Daiity Commercial Report, in 
speaking of the recent action of the Chicago 
Board of Trade Directors in fixing the mar- 
ginal value of corn at 62c when it was selling 
at 75c per bushel, uses the following rather 
severe, but just, language: ‘‘The action of 
the Board of Directors placed in the hands of 
the bear and short element an immense 
advantage, of which they were very naturally 
quick to accept, andthe result was almost a 
panic in the various markets. Those who 
were on the long side found themselves called 
upon to combat a circumstance utterly beyond 
anticipation, and one which, whiie oes 
strictly legal and for the public good, should 
hardly have been sprung upon the trade the 
way it was. The loss tothe country by the de- 


cline in prices of grain and provis- 
ions resulting from this action is 
certainly in the millions. Whether thes3e 


millions willecome buck remains to be seen; 
butin the interimthe Board of Trade must 
stand in a peculiar light before the commercial 
world. Onthe day this decision of the Board 
of; Directors went{into effect, corn was Selling 
atseveral pointsinthe West and in the corn 
belt at 65@70e per bushel. Itis true that prices 
at New York were such that corn could not be 
shipped to that city except at aloss, notwith- 
standing very low freights. This, we believe, 
was the basis of the action ofthe directors. 
But inasmuch as the price current in Chicago 
governs more largely the prices in other mar- 
kets than other markets govern prices in 
Chicago, it would seem, to an unprejudiced 
inind, that Chicago resembled very much the 
best boy in school who was placed at the 
bottom of his class tor an imaginary wrong.’’

The Estate of the Late President. 
Frem the Washington Nationai Repubiican, Oct. £. 


The affairs relating to the estate of the late 
President will shortly be turned over to 
trustees that will be appointed. All expen-es 
incurred during the sickness of the President 
will be regarded as debts of the estate, and 
the bills will be called for by the trustees. If 
Congress so desires, a schedule of the bills 
will be furnished for any action they may see 
fittotake. If an appropriation is made coy- 
ering the expense incurred, the estate will be 
relieved from the payment. The trustees wil] 
proceed on the theory, which is a perfectly 
correct one, that these expenses are private 
debts, and not an indebtedness of the Govern- 
ment.
